all pea canners in the state .and to the 
.•arious labor unioifs and women's or- 
ganizations who-have interested them- 
selves in this matter. 


During the 1917 season the *ules of 


the Industrial Commission allowed th* 


canneries to choose one of two 


plans. 


Tho plan chot*n by the largest num- 


>er of'canncries allowed them to em- 
iloy their women entployes more tham 
en hours per idaywhen abnormal con- 
ditions prevailed by reason of break- 
downs, 
bad 
weather, 
or 
climatic 


ihanges, provided that they 'paid a 
minimum wage of not less than nft*e» 
cents per hour to all^women employed. 
Under this plan the days above ten 
lours were limited to fifteen days dur- 
ng the season, on eleven of which days 
not more than twelve hours were a'- 
owed, and on four of which dayj the 
ours could not exceed fourteen. 
It 


.•as fiwther provided that no two days 
ibove twelve hours should be consccu- 
,ive, and not more than two of these 
lays should occur during any calendar 
veek. 
The hours per week under fhis 


jlan werel imitcd to seventy, and it 
vj.s provided that the entire period of 
vork on any day must fall within 
inroad of sixteen hours. 


Wages Not Regulated 


Under the other plan 
elected 
by 


some of the pen eaneries laxt year,

The plants choosing this plan

Special concessions have- been made 


to pea canneries 
in regard to the

conditions frequently cause tho peas t« 
bunch, rendering long hours necessary 
if the crop..lsjto be saved.

Ask No Restriction* 


Because of these facts some of th* 


canners have urged that there should 
be no restrictions upon the hours of 
labor of women in pea canneries, but 
this position has never been adopted 
by the Industrial commission.

The decade before 1850 was a perioc 


of unrest not only in Europe but also 
in America. Educational leaders turn 
ed to 'cooperative community enter- 
prises as a cure for social evils. Ow- 
enism and Fourierism were topics of 
discussion in every community. 


Phalanx Is Started. 


At Southport, now Kenosha, an or- 


ganization called the Franklin lyceum 
debated the question for several weeks 
during the winter of 1843-44 and it 
was decided to give the Fourier coop- 
eratjve plan a 
trial. Among 
those 


who took part in these debates wer« 
Louis P. Harvey, afterwards, governor 
of this state and Charles Durkee, later 
elected as a Free Soil member frorr 
Wisconsin to the United States sen 
ate. 


An associatio^n called the Wisconsin 


Phnlanx was organized; stock was sold 
at. $25 a share; Ebenezer Childs of 
Green Bay was chosen to select the 
lands for the experiment and Warren 
Chase, afterwards a prominent spirit- 
ualist leader, was named president of 
the organization. Early in 184.1 Chase 
entered 1,440 acres at land in Fond 
du Lac county, now a part of the. city 
of Ripon, and in May following nine- 
teen men and one boy moved into the 
wilderness to give the plan of a "Mod 
ern 
Utopia" a trial. 
They 
pitched 


their tents on the banks 
of Silver 


Creek, began the erection of buildings, 
the planting of crops and tho organi- 
zation of community 
life. A 
large 


house 208 by 32 feet was built in 
which the twenty families dwelt. At 
[irst all ate at a common table. 
Each 


man was given credit for the number 
of hours of work done. At the end 
of tho year each person drew on his 
labor account in proportion to the am- 


ur.t of money earned. 


Start Xeir Ripon. 


They called their community Ceres- 
3. A school-house, a grist mill and 


other enterprises were 
started. A 


postoffiec was established. Then came 


laptain David P. Mapes with the idea 


of founding the city of Ripon nearby. 
A controvcrsey arose between the two 
communities. 
Ripon got the pustolncc 


but the disjointed streets in the city 
of Ripon still attest the 
unwilling- 


ness of the Fourierites at Cercseo to 
cooperate with the founders of Ripon. 


For four ye-rs things 
apparently 


went along well. The enterprise was 
hailed in the eastern papers as a com- 
plete success, liut signs

were evident. Many of the families 
bcpan to withdraw from the common 
table nnd have family tables of their 
own. A free love advocate from the 
Oneida community of New York came

With the cessation of the German advance into Russia, 


military operations in the European war fields are again 
confined to trench raids, artillery bombardments and corol- 
lary aerial activities. 


Both sides are almost equally active in the newly de- 


veloped raiding tactics, in which the artillery arm is freely 
employed by way of preparation and support. 
The Ger- 


man raiders, however, were somewhat more aggressive 
' than usual during the last thirty-six hours, according to the 
indications in the official reports, which reveal thrusts of 
German troops virtually all along the line from Flanders to 
the Vosges. 


The artillery fighting along the French lines centered 


chiefly in the Verdun region where ft was accompanied by 
raids which tV.e French repulsed. Bombardments also have 
occurred at various points in Lorraine but there is no men- 
tion of the American sectors in this district having been 
further driven at by the German infantry. 


The German advance into Russia was suspended on 


Tuesday, Petrograd dispatches declare, and its resumption 


, on Wednesday appears to have been only to accomplish the 


consolidation of the German line delineated in the peace 
treaty along the Esthonian and Livonian borders. 


Addresses made at a soldiers' and workmen's meeting in 


Moscow indicate that there is a full understanding among 
the leaders of the Russian masses, at least, of the nature of 
the peace German has exacted from the Bolsheviki govern- 
ment. One of the speakers declared the new frontiers con- 
stitute "a ring of iron around revolutionary Russia," which 
Germany intended to crush through her economic demands.
